Threatening skies did not 
deter

The 
clouds kept the sun from m aking the 
day unpleasantly hot and 
fully 
five 
hundred people took advantage of 
at 
least half a day in the woods. 
Three 
hundred and ten tickets were sold for 
dinner at noon. In former years there 
have been twice the number 
of 
pa­ 
trons for supper as there were for the 
noon meal and it is 
thought 
to-day 
will be no exception to the rule. 
A special rate of ton cents for 
the 
round trip was arranged for with the 
trolley company. 
In order to 
secure 
this rate patrons 
were 
required 
to 
have tickets when they 
hoarded 
the 
cars. They were on sale at a number 
of business places throughout 
town. 
Many people went in automobiles and 
some drove to the 
grounds 
but 
the 
greatest number used 
the cars 
that 
maintained a schedule 
of 
one 
trip 
each half hour during the day. 
Dancing at Rosen st eel’s pavilion be­ 
gan shortly after 
two 
o’clock. 
The 
St, Jam es orchestra was engaged for 
the day. Plenty of dancers kept them 
busy during the afternoon while 
the 
ever-increasing crowd was an indica­ 
tion of what the evening 
would 
he. 
Many people from town who were un

fore, quit work several hours

Nineteen people were killed by train 
accidents in June in the United States 
and six of these were killed 
at 
the 
train wreck on the 
W estern 
M ary­ 
land near Thurm ont, according 
to 
b 
list of derailm ents and collisions pub 
lished in the “ Railway Age Gazette’ 
on August 0. 
Three collisions are recorded, 
the 
Frederick county wreck, heading 
the 
list with 6 klled and ft injured. 
The 
other two were on the Chicago, 
R. I 
A P., and the Mobile 
A 
Ohio. 
The 
T hurm ont wreck was the only collision 
in which both of the trains were pas­ 
senger trains. June 24 is 
given 
first 
one, the second 
being 
on 
the 
27th 
and the last on the 29th. 
In the sec­ 
ond collision three 
were killed, 
and 
in the M. & O. only one was killed. 
There were 7 derailm ents in June, 
nine people in all 
being killed. 
The 
Thurm ont collision was due “ to a mis­ 
take of the train dispatcher, woo sent 
conflicting 
orders,” 
says 
the 
Ga 
7.ctte.

SUPERINTENDENT 
MAKES REPORT 


Prof. Roth semis Annual Report of 


School Year to Superintendent of 


Public Instruction. Items which 


have not been Published before. 


County 
Superintendent 
Roth 
has 
ju st m ade his annual report, which is 
one of the legal requirements 
under 
the school code, to the superintendent 
of public instruction, Dr. N. C. Shaef- 
fcr. The leading paragraph sums 
up 
the y ear as being one of “steady pro­ 
gress and uniformly successful work.” 
Prof. Roth attributed this to a gener­ 
al spirit of co-operation am ong those 
engaged and, “to 
the 
courtesy 
and 
support of the county papers.” 
A m ong the items of 
interest 
not 
previously 
published 
are 
that 
one 
hundred and three of the teachers em ­ 
ployed are enrolled as 
members 
of 
the 
S tate 
Educational 
Association. 
This is considered a very fair number 
for the county. 
O f the two 
hundred 
and 
twenty 
teachers employed twenty-nine 
were 
without previous experience; seventy- 
eight 
held 
provisional 
certificates; 
forty-three held 
professional 
certifi­ 
cates; twenty-seVen held county 
per­ 
m anent certificates; sixty-seven were 
normal school graduates 
and 
gradu­ 
ates of colleges. 
F a rth e r on the report highly 
com­ 
mends the eight high schools that the 
county now possesses and states th at 
they have l>een doing splendid 
work. 
It says: 
“The number of young peo­ 
ple graduated from these schools this 
year was forty-three The remarkable 
featu re abo u t this 
number 
is 
that 
tw enty-three of these 
are 
boys. 
A 
large per cent of 
them 
will 
attend 
hr* hor institutions of learning.” 
F ofty-threc boys and girls of 
the 
rural schools qualified for the 
com­ 
mon school diploma and the majority 
of them will attend high school 
next 
year. E ight hundred and sixty pupils 
in the county w e n t perfect in atten d ­ 
ance during the year and were 
given 
fh*» Ceritficate of Award. 
The report, which is a 
comprehen­ 
sive review of the entire fiscal 
year 
goes on to 
give 
various 
other 
in­ 
form ation which was related at differ­ 
ent tim es throughout the year.

G ray, 
supporting

S ta rs 
and 
Stripes. 
O f the interesting illustrations arc 
the h e a d q u a r te r of General W ashing­ 
ton 
a t 
Winchester and 
a t 
Valley 
Forge; the headquarters 
of 
General 
Meade and General Lee a t G ettysburg 
and the monument which m arks 
the 
high-w ater mark of the 
Lost 
Cause 
during this battle. The description 
of 
the battle of G ettysburg is from 
the 
account of General IL S. Iluidekoper. 
The booklet is being distributed com­ 
plim entary to students of history and 
tourists.

Am ong the town’s institutions that 
arc Tieing permitted to expire in 
un­ 
disturbed quiet is the postal 
savings 
departm ent of the local 
post office. It 
is so seldom spoken of and 
so little 
used th a t the window for that branch 
of the service 
rem ains 
closed, 
and 
once in a long while 
being 
noticed 
by a patron of some other departm ent 
it will bring forth the 
inquiry, 
“ Is 
the savings 
departm ent 
discontinu­ 
e d ? ” 
The clerk in charge, George 
Black, 
says with the exception of the novelty 
seekers who opened accounts when it 
was instituted, and the foreign 
ele­ 
ment that a t different tim es has been 
employed in or near town, the patron­ 
age has never amounted to anything. 
A t the 
start 
of 
the 
departm ent 
quite a 
number 
of 
town 
residents 
opened accounts and for a time made 
paym ents on them, but soon learning 
th a t the interest was little more than 
half th a t given 
by 
the 
banks 
and 
building societies they made no effort 
to increase their deposits and most of 
them have long since been withdrawn. 
By far the busiest tim e since its in­ 
ception was for several 
weeks 
pro­ 
ceeding and during 
the 
reunion 
in 
1913. 
Characters of every description 
flooded the town at th a t 
period 
and 
m any of these were not 
accustomed 
to patronize banks but realized it was 
not safe to 
carry 
any 
considerable 
sum of money and they flocked to the 
postal 
departm ent. 
Numerous 
ac­ 
counts nearly reached 
the 
limit 
of 
$100 for the month. These 
accounts 
were all withdrawn a t the end of the 
celebration. 
At the present time there arc 
but 
five or six so-called active accounts—- 
accounts on which paym ents are 
be­ 
ing made from time to • time. 
These 
are old customers who save through­ 
out the summer and 
when 
work 
is 
slack in the winter they use this sav­ 
ing for their 
living 
expenses. 
The 
limit that any one ^mwtomor 
is 
al­ 
lowed to have on deposit a t one time 
is $500. There is some agitation from 


large foreign element, to 
have ••Lh)* 
raised hut the 
necessity 
from 
this 
point is not pressing. The largest de­ 
posit we have ever attained was $425.

to come. William Roberts, one of the 
fans who took serious 
objections 
to

been 
a rre ste d on a charge of assault 
and 
b attery . 
In its account of the affair, 
one of the Frederick papers says: 


“ As the result of the 
trouble 
be­ 
tw een fans and 
U m pire 
Cleary 
at 
A gricultural Park 
yesterday 
a fte r­ 
noon, William Roberts will to-day 
be 
a rraig ned in police court to answer a 
ch arg e of assault and battery. 
It is 
alleged that Roberts struck Cleary in 
the face. Following the trouble at the 
ball 
park 
Policeman 
Blumenauer 
sw ore out a w arrant for tho arrest of 
Roberts, wb'x resides on 
E ast 
Third 
street. 


L ast night club officials stated that 
every effort will he made 
to 
prevent 
a recurrence of such scenes 
as 
were 
witnessed at the game yesterday 
a f ­ 
ternoon. 
Nothing will he left undone 
to keep the good baseball 
reputation 
of this city from being 
fu rth er 
low­ 
ered by mobbing of umpires, 
it was 
stated. 
Luckily, Cleary was not 
in­ 
jured in the trouble and it is said that 
he will he on the job again to-day.” 
In its account of the 
gam e 
itself 
the same paper credits 
Herril 
with 
pitching a wonderful game, and goes 
on to give this account of the trouble 
betw een Cleary and the players. 
“ E arly in the game, 
Cleary,

seemed anxious to show his authority,

Fever Club will now begin,

before this begun, the annual task of 
seeking 
relief, 
and, 
unhappily

them will find, as they 
have 
always 
found th a t there is no halm in Gilead 
for this malady. 
Hay fever will last 
as long as the hay. No longer and 
no 
shorter. 
However, for 
the 
consolation 
of 
those to whom it can bring no better 
air, the medical fraternity has discov­ 
ered a definition for what ails the suf­ 
ferers. Here it is, “ Hay fever 
is 
an 
educative catarrh of the 
conjunctival 
muscosa caused in hypersensitive indi­ 
viduals by the sensitizing 
anaphyla- 
toxic action of the pollen 
of 
certain 
plants.” 
There, all ye sufferers, that 
is what ails you, and you can 
go on

pronounce the words of this definition.

men. The fact that you see more. af-* «* 
frictions among men than am ong mr* I 
men probobly is due to women’s suc­ 
cess in staying behind closed doors in 
the sneezing season.

This German 
scientist 
discovered 
that hay 
fever 
is 
hereditary.

And a most appaling statem ent 
is 
th a t the affection is 
more 
common 
am ong town people than country folk, 
despite the fact that 
hay

just what the term implies. It’s stuff 
that comes from the grass family and 
surely there is as much of this pollen 
in the country as there is in the town. 
Another stickler is that close observa­ 
tion shows that 
the 
intelligent and 
the generally high browed

WEIGHT REDUCED 


Minimum Weight for ( ar of 
Peaches 
Reduced. 


Lancelot Jacques, Smithsburg, who 
sent a telegram to the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, 
requesting a re­ 
duction 
by 
the 
W estern 
Maryland 
Railway of the carload minimum 
on 
peaches from 20,000 pounds to 16,000 
pounds, has received an answer g ra n t­ 
ing the request 
and 
the 
reduction 
went into effect on August IO. 
This reduction of minimum 
weight 
from 20,000 to 16,000 
pounds, 
it 
is 
thought, will be quite an 
advantage 
to the peach growers along the West­ 
ern Maryland Railway 
and will 
en­ 
able them to compete with the 
ship­ 
pers on other lines. The reduction ef­ 
fects all points on the Western Mary­ 
land system.
